N INSTITUTION that enters upon I8
Aﬂlat year of activily, It sesma Lo mo,
might very well bhe called verernbls,
bul knowing the enterprising character of the
Franklin Inatiute as [ do, the term véner-
able does not exactly At, It Implies weskness
along with respectability; It seems to acho
the past. But, while 90 years ago the instl-
tite was the most progresalve organizalion
fta own fleld In this country, so it is the very
last word In modeérnity In science applied to
machanice today.
And 1 write this just beeauss 1 had my at-
tentfon ealled to the reopening of the schools
of the Institute last week,

BELIEVE that probably half the popula-

tlon of Philadelphin, if asked, would con-
feas (o A bellef that the Institute was founded
by Henjamin Franklin. 1 do not know how
this idea got abroad, but T find there la n
strong Inclinatlon to attribute to Franklin
evan more numerous achievéements than he
claimed for himself, Buat when it Is realized
that the Institute |s only now entering upon
its 8ist year it will be needless to asBure any
one that the Immortal Ben had no hand in
Its organization.

However, | feel sure that it was out of
compliment to the valuable contributions to
gelencs made by Franklin that the group of
voutig men who formed the Inatitute took
pride In assoclating his name with thelr
movement,

N 1824, when the institute was formed, an
I inspiring movement among Young me-
chanies spread over the eastern part of the
countey. It led to the formation «f mechanics'
institutes, 1 helleve there were several of
them In this ity at the time, But it wasd
rather exclusive, Hecnuse of the stringency in
thelr quallfications for membership, the very
names of these organizations are forgoiten,
but the name of the Franklin Institute is
held in high repute by scientists all over the
world.

Samuel Vaughan Merrick, afterward ons of
Philadelphia’s most noted fronmasters, found
himuelf, as he once mentioned, the owner of
a workshop ot 21 yvears, but without a me-
chiunleal education or with scarcely a me-
chaniecal iden. He belleved he could improve
himself in order to properly superintend his
foundry if he could become a member of a
meochanics' Institute. He applied for admis-
gjon to one of them. But Mr. Merrick was
promptly blackballedl, hecause he was not a
mochianic. He was an employer,

E COULD not say in 1824 what a man In

n similar position today could say: he
rould not take his rejectlon lightly and turn
his steps to a technleal school. If he could
not share the Information with these young
mechanies, he must settla himself to learn
his trade and its secrets by the slow process
of observatlon In his own foundry, Mr,
Merrick did not choose to do that, but deter-
mined to Interest others in the establishment
of an Institute that would be founded not
only upon more democratic principles, but
also would considerably expand the original
Idea of mechanlcal institutes,

HERE are not many young men of 21

with the force of character or the neces-
sary initiative for organizing such an asso-
ciation., But young Merrick managed to
interest such men as Matthias W. Baldwin,
who, It must be remembered, had not yet
bullt his first locomotive; James Ronnldson,
the tyvpe founder; Dr., James Rush, who
founded the Ridgway Library; Willlam H.
Kneass and Samuel R, Wood, among others,
in his plan.

Conslder the method by which theae
organizers obtained an audience for their
meeting, They held it In what we now allude
to as Old Congress Hall, at Sixth and Chest-
nut streets, They selected and sent invita-
tlons to a ligt of 1500 names taken from the
directory. Unless you realize that In 1824
there was no postal service such as we now
enjoy, you cannot appreclate the magnitude
of thls attempt.

The meeting was attended by a large num-
ter of young men, and within two weeks
there were enrolled between 400 and [00
members,

N IT8 declared object—to promote and en-
rourage the mechantc arts—the institute
even in its infant days was true. It held the
first Industrial exhibitions in this country.
Small as these were at the start, they grad-
ually became more Important, and for many
years were continued annually, attracting
manufacturers and inventors from all partse
of the U'nlted Btates, The exhibition the In-
stitute held in 1874 in the old Pennsylvania
Railroad frelght depot, on the site of Wana-
maker's, ls remembered with pleasure by
many Philadelphlans, The Electrical Exposi-
tion which the Institute held at 324 and Mar-
ket streota In 1884 was the first universal
showing of the mysterfous new forees that
the workl had seean.

HERE are half a dozen medals and pre-

miums ut the service of the Institute ta
hestow upon invenlors and discoverers, and [
need not tell you that they are prized far
above their monetary value by thair winners,
who are not always Americans. They are
not hestowsd until o cammittes thoroughly
exnrines the claims for the inventlon or dia-
covery entéred for the prize, and the award
jnn itself ls proof everywhere of the value of
the ldea that is accepted.
